for the purpose of providing great- 
er police protection and increased 
efficiency at reduced cost to the 
taxpayers, the Governmental Re- 


search Institute reported today. 

The privately supported fact- 
minding agency, in a survey com- 
pleted six years ago, found the 
police department to be “one of 
the most heavily manned and onc 
of the most expensive police forces 
in the country,” and made de- 

tailed recommendations for im- 
provements. In the fall of 1946, 
the Beard of Police Commission- 
ers was informed that relatively 
few of the recommended changes 
had , the institute 
stated, but since January 1947 an 
extensive program of reorganiza- 
tion and impfovement has been 
* under way. . 

Last October, Police Board Pres- 
ident H. Sam Priest asked the in- 
stitute to make a resurvey to de- 
termine which recommendations 
had been made effective. The new 
study showed the following major 
improvements during the last 
year: 

The entire department has 
been reorganized along simpll- 
fied lines to bring closely re- 
lated activities together in 4a 
limited number of administra- 
tive units. This makes possible 
far more effective utilization of 
the 2200 employes for protecting 
persons and property. 

Basic improvements have been 
made in selection and train- 
ing of police officers through 
establishment of a personnel di- 
vision, raising of educational 
standards, lowering of residence 
requirements and revision of 
tests, training programs and 
personnel records.

ilife of ease, are too effete to serve 


as rat exterminators in Europe, 
Milton Caroline, biologist of the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, said here yesterday. 

Speaking before a symposium on 
rat control sponsored by the St. 
Louis Health Division at Munici- 
pal Courts Building, Caroline took 
a dim view of a proposal of the 
American Feline Society to send 
an army of 1,000,000 cats abroad 
to kill rats pilfering Europe’s food 
supplies. rae: 

“Cats are coddled as pets and 
ters,” he said. “In a civilized so- 
ciety, cats are no longer the nat- 
ural enemies of rats, which are too

It devoted sev- 
eral hundred words to American 
banking and American financial 
aid to Germany between the two 
wars, 

“Relying on financial support 
which came chiefly from Ameri- 
can monopolies, Germany, within 
a short period of time, re-estab- 
lished a powerful war industry 
that was capable of producing 
enormous amounts of first-rate 
armaments, thousands upon thou- 
sands of tanks, planes and guns, 
as well as naval ships of the latest 
design, and armaments of other 
kinds,” the statement said. 

The statement stressed the role 
allegedly played by such British- 
American financial interests as 
du Pont, Morgan, Rockefeller, La- 
mont, Standard Oil and the Brit- 
ish Imperial Chemical Trust. It 
singled out John Foster Dulles 
and Allen Welsh Dulles, and Sec- 
retary of Defense James V. For- 
restal in its criticism. 

This was the: first stage, the 
stage of American responsibility, 
for Hitlerite aggression, the docu- 
ment said.

BRITAIN INVITES RUSSIA 
TO JOIN IN NON-POLITICAL 
ISSUANCE OF DOCUMENTS 


LONDON, Feb. 10 (UP). 


RITAIN today held out an 
Bonen invitation to Russia to 

join the western powers in 
uncensored publication of Ger- 
man Foreign Office documents 
covering Nazi negotiations with 
both the East and the West. 

One condition was laid down. 
Russia would be required to 
agree to the presentation of the 
documents as a historical—not 
political—record. “That is,” a 
Foreign Office spokesman said, 
“if some of the evidence cast 
reflections on the conduct of 
any of the Big Four nations, 
it would be included in the 
same manner as the favorable 
material.” 

The British move was seen 
as an effort by Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin to prevent 
further use of the German doc- 
‘uments in the East-West propa- 
ganda war, The State®Depart- 
ment’s recent release of Nazi- 
Soviet documents was viewed 
coolly by Bevin, who; warned 
the House of Commons that 
they did not tell the whole 
story.

Bodies of 19 more service men 
from St. Louis and 8st.

HEN British radio listeners get tired of tedious comedians, 
rumba bands, 
hawkers and serial thrillers, 


horse and soap operas, news 
they turn their dials to the Third 


Program. Established 16 months ago, the Third Program offers 
chamber music, opera, poetry, full-length plays, art reviews and occa- 
sionally serious discussions on world affairs, 


British Broadcasting Co. offi- 
cials say they have been astound- 
ed at the popularity of the Third 
Program. They declare that occa- 
sional checks on listeners indicate 
high reception, They have discov- 
ered, they say, that a sizable sec- 
tion of the radio audience wants a 
quiet evening at home. They do 
not want to be amused, amazed, 
titillated or irritated. 

The Home Service and the Light 
Program, the other two BBC out- 
lets, all broadcasting simultane- 
ously, give British radio listeners 


and news shorts. 

The three programs operate 
much as do N.B.C., C.B.S., A.B.C. 
and Mutual in the United States, 
but B.B.C. is government-subsi- 
dized and operated. There are no 
commercials. With no money in- 
are more subdued than those in 
America. 

Approved by Parliament. 

The establishment of the Third 
Program was approved by Parlia- 
ment in 1940 to be “devoted to the 
serious listener” in programs of 
“broadcasting of plays, concerts 
and operas in full.” 

The Home Service starts broad- 
casting at 6:30 a.m., the Light 
Programs at 9 a.m., but the Third 
Program doesn’t come on until 6 
p.m, All three close at 11 p.m., 
although they are trying’ to ex- 
tend the hours until midnight.

The President has given clear 
sighs of regretting his previous 
practice, of reaching decisions on 
Palestine on his own hook. It 
seems likely that the council's rec- 
ommendations will in this instance 
be followed when formulated. 

It is time, and long past time, 
that some kind of workable Pales- 
tine policy should be prepared; for 
it is a simple statement of fact to 
say that catastrophe now threat- 
ens. On or about May 15, the last 
British troops are scheduled to 
withdraw from Palestine. There 
will then be no force to hold in 
check the Arab-Jewish fighting, 
which has already begun. With 
the barriers down, the experts are 
unanimous in expecting that a 
ghastly general blood bath will 
ensue. The measure of the blood 
bath is the common prediction of 
at least 1000 casualties a day. 


Only Two Alternatives. 

Every American official in- 
volved in the problem admits that 
if this situation is permitted to 
arise, there will be no way out, 
short of catastrophe. For if the 
blood bath in Palestine once gets 
started, negotiation will be im- 
possible. There will then be only 
two alternatives. 

Alternative one will be inaction. 
Under this alternative no one will 
intervene to halt the conflict be- 
tween Arabs and Jews. The Jews 
are brave and well organized. But 
the Arabs are also brave and 
though disunited are immeéasur- 
ably more numerous than the 
Jews. Some expert opinion holds 
that the Jewish defense will ulti- 
mately be totally broken by the 
Arabs. At best, the experts an- 
ticipate that most of the great ec- 
onomic progress achieved by the 
Zionists will be destroyed; that the 
Jews will be driven from eastern 
Galilee and the Negel and that 
they will be surrounded and be- 
leaguered in the coastal strip 
— Tel Aviv. This is unthink- 
able. 

Unfortunately, alternative two is 
also unthinkable. For if someone is 
to intervene to halt the Jewish- 
Arab conflict, after it has reached

But it is a 
practical fact that the oil of the’ 
Middle East constitutes the only 
American reserve in a time of. 
dwindling domestic * supply, and. 
that western Europe is completely. 
dependent upon the Middle East 
for this lifeblood of its eeonomy. . 

The Marshall plan actually in- 
cludes $600,000,000 for exploitation. 
of Middle Eastern oil resources,. 
as essential to western Europe. 
But already pipeline construction’ 
in the Middle East has been halted 
by the present limited disorders. 
If American troops are sent to 
Palestine, the disorders will be- 
come a holy war involving the 
whole Moslem world. 

President Truman now has on 
his desk a letter from President 
Jinnah of Pakistan, warning that 
even this distant state will plunge 
into the struggle. The American 
service departments accept as a 
matter of course that no Ameri- 
can oil or other installations in 
the Middle East, not directly de- 
fended by armed forces, will sur- | 
vive the arrival of an American 
force in Palestine. 

In short, if we send troops ta 
Palestine, either on our own 
on behalf of the United 
the whole Middle East 
in flames. The loss of 
sources will destroy the economic 
underpinnings .of the non-Soviet 
world. And we shall be on the 
eve of the third World War.

What About Germany? 


Judging by the applause, Ernest Bevin’s call 
for the consolidation of Western Europe lighted 
a way out of its difficulties. Despite Immediate 
obstacles, his proposal makes political as well as 
economic sense. 

Germany, the workshop of the Continent, 
ought to have a place in such a set-up. The 
elaboration of the Frankfurt Economic Council 
-~—just announced in Berlin—is a recognition that 
the country could not be brought into a Euro- 
pean system under the conditions which have 
prevailed so far. 

There is no chance, of course, to unite the 
East and West. But there is no good reason 
why the Western Zones should remain subdi- 
vided into none too co-operative Laender or 
states—Bavaria, Hesse, North Rhine-Westphalia 
and the rest—without an effective co-ordinating 
authority.. An extra chamber in Frankfurt and 
a specialized executive committee without po- 
lice power indicate a recognition of the need 
without really meeting it. It is as if the vari- 
ous American states were governed from Jef- 
ferson City, Springfield and the other capitals 
without a Washington. 

The current food demonstrations again indi- 
cate how badly co-ordination is needed. Under 
the best conditions, Western Germahy could not 
feed itself. Nevertheless, the extreme shortages 
in the industrial Ruhr, for example, might be 
ameliorated by produce from the farms of Ba- 
varia, But without a central executive, each 
state tends to take care only of its own. And 
food is not the only problem. 

Military government, of course, might serve 
as the overall authority. But wisely or other- 
wise, the British and the Americans have pushed 
more and more responsibility onto the Germans. 
Yet since little has been done to facilitate con- 
certed action, the politicians have an all too good 
alibi for ineffectiveness. 

All of them have not turned into “supermen 
and sadists,” denying war guilt and plottfng with 
Russia, as Edgar Ansel Mowrer says excitedly. 
Many of the political leaders are survivors of 
concentration camps. Of course, there also are 
mischief-makers. Ambiguity is their dish. 

If such would-be fuehrers were sure of carry- 
ing the day, a Carthaginian peace would be man- 
datory. But if the Germans are to run their 
own affairs, they should have the chance to do 
it well. In his 1946 Stuttgart speech, former 
Secretary of State Byrnes urged the establish- 
ment of a central government for all Germany. 
Russia has made that an impossibility now, but 
this should not stand longer in the way of a 
more efficient organization of the Western Zones. 

True, a Laenderrat in which all the states are 
informally represented has been set up in Stutt- 
gart, There are the various bizonal committees 
such as the Joint Coal Board and the Export- 
Import Agency. And now there are the pro- 
posals for the elaboration of the Frankfurt set- 
up. All of these, however, do not come close to 
being substitutes for a democratic national ex- 
ecutive with at least some measure of police 
power, 

This is due, no doubt, to the reluctance of 
Washington and London to take the first step 
toward what might, but need not become an or- 
ganic separation of the West from the Russian 
Zone. The German politicians are even more 
timorous. They are afraid to turn their backs 
on the “lost” area even temporarily, lest they be 
denounced as quislings. Thus the Reinische Post 
admonishes its readers never to take their eyes 
off German unity. “Napoleon's Rhine Federa- 
tion was ephemeral,” it says, “and the iron cur- 
tain, too, will rust away, if only we desire it to 
rust away.” 

Perhaps that is as it should be. But while 
the rust is doing its work, Western Germany 
must be ‘better administered if it is not to con- 
tinue as a largely helpless and increasingly bitter 
and burdensome ward of the Western Powers. 
Both the London Economist and the New States- 
man and Nation, not in the habit of seeing eye 
to eye, are calling insistently for an adequate, 
elected, federal government. 

This ought to be of a provisional nature. The 
allies might well hand it a working constitution, 
leaving the adoption of a permanent charter by 
the Germans to the indefinite future. The oc- 
cupation armies must remain to prevent rearma- 
ment and the revival of Fascism. As for the 
problem of the Eastern Zone, that would have 
to go on the shelf along with the other prob- 
lems whose solution is prevented for the time 
being by Soviet intransigeance. Meanwhile, the 
Western Germans would have a supervised chance 
to work effectively for their recovery and for 
that of a federated, democratic Europe. 
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Silly Season Note 

G.O.P, editors of Missouri condemned Gov, 
Donnelly’s “New Deal and bureaucratic way” of 
handling the training school at Boonville. The 
Governor’s course has been unreasonable, high- 
handed and destructive. To call it “New Deal 
and bureaucratic,” however, is off the beam. The 
editors would have hit much harder if they had 
resisted the temptation to throw in some stere- 
otyped smears and -had stuck to the first-class 
ammunition they had. Granted that a silly sea- 
son is customary in an election year, does silli- 
ness really pay off?

An Improving Police Force 

“Commendable progress” is being made in the 
Police Department, the Governmental Research 
Institute finds today in a resurvey of its 1942 
study. Notably, it is improving its . personnel 
practices, as it must do or meet even greater 
difficulties in finding recruits. The third cost- 
of-living pay increase since £942 is before the 
Legislature. Days off have gone up from two to 
three a month, which, however, is still far be- 
hind the two days a week of many other public 
and private employes. Annual vacations have 
risen from nothing to two weeks. 

Rookie training is better, with less military 
exercise and more law and criminal investiga- 
tion. Older officers, who were neglected until 
recently, have periodical refreshers in modern 
police science and methods, 

Until recently, the police records were a Chi- 
nese puzzle. Under Board President H. Sam 
Priest, who made a similar reform as Circuit 
Clerk, a scientific intelligence system has gone 
in partial operation. It has won praise from the 
FBI. 

The department is still deficient in such prac- 
tices as buying tires in the open market and oil 
in 1000-gallon lots, instead of buying large quan- 
tities and pooling what it can with the larger 
purchases of City Hall, It has two experimental 
one-man patrol cars on the streets, one of which 
does the work of six men on foot. The institute, 
however, points to other cities and urges “a 
thorough trial of one-man cars in the residential 
areas and during the quiet hours elsewhere.” 

As an independent state agency but a direct 
burden on a hard-up city, the Police Board has 


a peculiar duty to serve not only well but eco- 
nomically. The institute finds in the main, and 
the public may well agree, that the present re- 
gime is oe ahead with its duty. 
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Palestine’s Invasion Under Way 

Arab extremists are making obvious prepara- 
tions for war in Palestine. Some 15,000 uni- 
formed, equipped and specially trained men are 
reported to have crossed into the country from 
neighboring states. The place of their training, 
their eventual strategy and even the name of 
their commander is known. And what is known 
to the press certainly must be known to the 
British authorities. 

If the current pillaging, burning and killing 
turns into outright war, world opinion certainly 
will blame it largely on brazen neglect by the 
British of their police duty. As Senor Jorge 
Garcia Granados, Guatemalan ambassador to the 
United States and a member of the United Na- 
tions Special Committee on Palestine, points out, 
they have 80,000 battle-seasoned troops now in 
Palestine. They are able-to patrol the country 
by land and air. And they have a solemn obliga- 
tion to maintain order until the U.N. takes over. 


The least they could do would be to let the 
U.N. Commission enter Palestine now to organize 
the contemplated Hebrew and Arab militias 
necessary to maintain order. If this were done, 
Senor Granados, writing in United Nations 
World, believes that the danger of an Arab .n- 
vasion could be minimized, He cites the deci- 
sion of the Arab Conference held in Cairo last 
December to refrain from such open defiance of 
the U.N,., and to confine itself to shipping arms 
to the Palestinian Arabs. He believes that such 
shipments ought to be stopped by the British 
now, and that they could be stopped later by the 
militia organizations. 

The U.N. commissioners have convinced them- 
selves that, with the possible exception of the 
Stern Group, the Jewish elements will respect 
the partition order and co-operate in its peace- 
ful enforcement. They are also convinced that 
a very sizable proportion of the Arab population 
will follow a similar policy if protected from the 
Mufti’s assassins. The political murder of Rag- 
heb Bey Nashashibi, leader of these Arab mod- 
@rates, has made his followers very cautious, 
But they are ready to support partition if they 
are, in turn, supported by the U.N. 

There is the possibility, however, that the U.N. 
may be compelled to raise an outside force to 
carry out partition. With May 15 set as the date 
for British withdrawal, the Security Council has 
little enough time for such preparations. It had 
better be about the business. Meanwhile, pres- 
sure ought to be exerted on London in an effort 
to persuade it to follow a more realistic course 
in Palestine. 
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At the Foot in Building 


George C. Smith has again done what is a 
painful duty for a Chamber of Commerce presi- 
dent. He checked up on home-building and 
found St. Louis next to last among the 17 largest 
cities. In 1947, St. Louis built only 802 new resi- 
dential units—less than one per 1000 population. 
This is one-half of New York's building rate, less 
than one-third San Francisco's and Phila- 
delphia’s, one-sixth of Baltimore’s, one-seventh 
of Detroit’s. 

Yet St. Louis’s need is extremely acute. St. 
Louis had 86,000 substandard units in 1940 and 
the situation has grown worse since. And, as 
Mr. Smith showed with some Government fig- 
ures Jast month, St. Louis has 33,000 privies; 
only five cities among 108 have a greater per- 
centage of dwellings with privies and lacking 
private baths. 

An excuse may be offered that St. Louis is 
hemmed in by suburbs. True, but there is open 
land in the southwestern part of the city and a 
spurt of building there. This sad record is in 
spite of such neighborhood booms. Also, other 
cities are crowded and hemmed by suburbs, 
such as New York and San Francisco. 

The detailed reasons are obscure but an in- 
evitable conclusion comes from the bald statis- 
tics. The impulse to build one’s home in St. 
Louis, or to build for sale or rent to others, is at 
alow ebb. Therefore, decay far outruns growth 
and St. Louis falls behind in the compétitive 
race, even turning away new industries. 


To reverse this downhill course, individual 
initiative must revive. Meanwhile, there is all 
the more reason for the citizens’ collective initia- 
tive to act—reason to promote large-scale pri- 
vate housing with the proposed bond issue and 
to surmount the legal bar that blocks additional 
public, housing. ' 
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That new look has been talked about so much 
by now that it is beginning to have that old 
sound.

Death on Congress’ Conscience 


Should there be another horrible loss of 
life in a coal mine, a large share of the guilt . 
would come down squarely on this Congress. 


~— Post-Dispatch editorial, Feb. 7. 

These words had hardly been printed before 
eight men were killed in a mine explosion near 
Greenwood, Ark., Sunday afternoon. A check of 
the Jast report on the mine by a federal mine in- 
spector shows that there were more than 30 vio- 
lations of the federal mine safety code. This 
report said that while many previous violations 
had been corrected, many other violations were 
allowed to continue. 

For example, explosives were fired by cap and 
fuse instead of by electrical detonators. Weekly 
tests for methane and other hazards were not 
made. Air measurements were not made. Rock 
dust was not kept to within 80 feet of working 
face. Safety posts were not used close to the 
face. The entry roof was not adequately tim- 
bered. The hoist was not equipped with safety 
controls. Escapeway from active workings to 
escape shaft was , blocked. Explosives were 
transported in a manner not permissible. Blower 
fans were not of permissible type. 

And so on through a list of many more 
breaches in the federal safety regulations. The 
trouble is that the federal inspector can do no 
more than say what is wrong. That is all the 
law permits him to do. He cannot close an un- 
safe mine. And that is why it is so urgent that 
Congress pass the mine safety bills of Repre- 
sentative Landis and Senator Kilgore. For al- 
most a year these bills have been tied up in 
committee. 

This tragedy in their state should be enough 
to enlist the help of Senators Fulbright and Mc- 
Clellan and all seven Arkansas Representatives 
to get these slumbering bills out on the floor. 
If there is any honest opposition, let it declare 
itself in the open. 

The Ejightieth Congress was warned by the 
Centralia disaster. Is it as callous as the Green 
administration in Illinois? How many ghastly 
reminders does Congress require?

Impasse Over Atomic Energy 


The Mirror 
of i 
Public Opinion 


-— Great as the menace of the new weapon may be, it is not sufficient 
to bring about international control, says scientist; complete frank- 
ness and dependability between nations necessary, and these are not 
to be achieved without change in Russian and American policies. 


By J. Robert Oppenheimer in Foreign Affairs 


Peaceful applications of atomic energy 
are overshadowed by preoccupation for the 
“control of atomic energy to the extent 
necessary to prevent its use for destruc- 
tive purposes.” 


It is true that there may be a certain 


mryopia in too great a ee with 
relations between the 
Soviet Union and the 
United States. But al- 
though the co-opera- 
tion—on a scale, with 
an fntimacy and ef- 
fectiveness hereto- 
fore unknown — be- 
tween the _ Soviet 
Union and the United 
States may not be suf- 
ficient for the estab- 
lishment of peace, 
it clearly was Dr. Robert Oppenheimer 
necessary, Thus, the question naturally 
presented itself whether the co-operative 
control and development of atomic energy 
might not play a unique and decisive part 
in the program of establishing such 


- ¢o-operation. 


Doubt About Ruesia 


It was impossible even in 1945 not to 
raise two questions of some gravity. One 
was whether Soviet policy had not already 


* congealed into almost total non-co-opera- 


tion. A second question was whether thé 
development of atomic weapons by Great 
Britain, Canada and the United States, and 
the announcement of this completed de- 
velopment at the end of the war, might 
not itself appear to cast a doubt upon our 
willingness to co-operate in the future with 
allies with whom we had not in this field 
been willing to co-operate during the war. 

The later relegation of problems of 
atomic energy to discussions within the 
United Nations, where matters of the high- 
est policy could only be touched upon with 
difficulty and clumsily, would appear to 
have prejudiced the chances of any genu- 
ine meeting of minds. 


In the field of atomic energy our own 
security demanded a quite new approach 
to international problems. The security of 
all peoples would be jeopardized by a fail- 
ure to establish new systems of openness 
and co-operation between the nations. Thus 
atomic energy had a special role in inter- 
national affairs. Yet it should be stressed 
again that no prospect of irftimate collabo- 
ration appeared likely of success unless 
coupled with co-operation in other fields, 


New Law of Nations 


Perhaps in our preoccupation with de- 
termining and clarifying our own policy, 
we have given far too little thought to at- 
tempting to influence that of the Soviet 
Union on the only plane where such an inh- 
fluence could he effective. We have al- 
lowed our own internal preoccupation to 
make us content to put forward our views 
in the world forum of the United Nations, 
without pursuing early enough, on a high 
enough plane, or with a fixed enough res- 
olution, the objective of making the Soviet 
state party to our effort. 


In order to keep pace with political de- 
velopments all over the world, we have 


\ 


found ourselves negating in many concrete 
political contexts the possibility of that 
confidence and that co-operation which we 
were asking for in the atomic field, 


Vitality ‘of an Idea 


We desire a situation in which our pa- 
cific intent was recognized and in which 
the nations of the world would gladly see 
us the sole possessors of atomic weapons. 
As a corollary, we are reluctant to see any 
of the knowledge on which our present 
mastery of atomic energy rests, revealed 
to potential enemies. Natural and inevita- 
ble as these desires are, they nevertheless 
stand in bleak contradiction to our central 
proposals for the renunciation of sover- 
eignty, secrecy and rivalry in the field of 
atomic energy. It is no doubt idle to ask 
how this country would have responded 
had the Soviet Union approached the prob- 
lem of atomic energy control in a true 
spirit of co-operation. Such a situation 
presupposes those profound changes in all 
of Soviet policy, which in their reactions 
upon us would have altered the nature of 
our political purposes. 


Yet despite these limitations the work 
of the United Nations Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has established one point: through 
many months of discussion, under circum- 
stances of often dispiriting frustration, and 
by delegates not initially committed to it, 
the basic idea of secufity through inter- 
national co-operative development has 
proven its profound vitality. 


Trend Toward Rivalry 


Were we not dealing with a rival whose 
normal practices, even in matters having 
nothing to do with atomic energy, involve 
secrecy and police control which is the 
very opposite of the openness that we have 
advocated—and under suitable assurances 
offered to adopt—we might believe that 
less radical steps of internationalization 
could be adequate. The history. of past 
efforts to outlaw weapons, to reduce arma- 
ments or to maintain peace by such meth- 
ods gives little encouragement for hope- 
fulness regarding these approaches. 


Thus, if we try to examine what part 
atomic energy may play in international 
relations in the near future, we can hardly 
believe that it alone can reverse the trend 
to rivalry and conflict which exists in the 
present-day world. My own view is that 
only a profound change in the whole orien- 
tation of Soviet policy, and a correspond- 
ing reorientation of our own, even in mat- 
ters far from atomic energy, would give 
substance to the initial high hopes,

ST OF ST. LOUSAN 
T SPACED JEW 


Letter Tells of Conditions in 
Camp. Near Munich and 


Spirit of People. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


The 4500 homeless persons liv- 
ing at the Foehrenwald Displaced 
Persons’ camp for Jews near 
Munich, in the American zone of 
Germany, “are hopeful of deliver- 
lance even though impatient after 
so many years of waiting,” I. E. 
Goldstein, a St. Louisan who spent 


a day and a night at the camp re- 
cently, wrote to friends here today. 
Goldstein, chairman of a St. 
Louis delegation making an in- 
spection of displaced persons’ con- 
ditions in Europe, said some of 
his group, remembering the hor- 
ror stories of the concentration 
camps, perhaps expected to find 
animals, 
“Instead,” he reported, “we 
found people—sensitive, intelligent 
fine people, with a great will to 
live productively and in a perma- 
nent home.” 
The vast majority of those with 
whom Goldstein talked mentioned 
Palestine constantly and many 
others spoke of America, but none 
considered staying in Europe un- 
der any circumstances, he said. 
“The contrast between the Jew- 
ish DP camp and German-popu- 
lated Munich was great,” he said. 
“In Munich, untidy children sniped 
cigarette butts along the sidewalks 
and the people walked with eyes 
averted, In Foehrenwald, the chil- 
dren were neatly groomed and 
the adults greeted us politely and 
with dignity. Yet the German 
civilians have better living condi- 
tions than the DPs, 
“Not once during our visit did 
any person in the camp request 
anything from any member of the 
delegation. On the contrary, they 
were united in eagerness to dem- 
onstrate the progress they have 
made in order to show their 


worthiness for' migration to other 


lands. They had only two ques- 
tions, whi they asked repeat- 
edly: ‘How soon can we leave?’ 
and “Do you know my relative in 
America?’” 

Those in the camp speak at 
least six different languages, but 
despite this handicap to unity, 
they have created a well-organ- 
ized, self-disciplined community 
dedicated to the objectives of 
maintaining their skills and ac- 
quiring new abilities to live con- 
structively in Palestine or the 
United States, the countries to 
which most desire to go, he said. 
After the delegation visited the 
camp school, where most of the 
children were dressed in cast-off 
and surplus army clothing and 
blankets, an old woman ap- 
proached the group, Goldstein re- 
ported, and said: 

“Now you have seen the only 
wealth we have left,” pointing to 
the school which housed 200 chil- 
dren, most of whom are orphans. 
“For more than two years we 
have protected this wealth.- Now, 
you will help us take these riches 
to Palestine.”

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Feb, 10 
(AP)—A new heart operation that 
offers hope to thousands of rheu- 
matic fever victims, and. other 
persons whose diseases: have 
clogged valves inside their hearts, 
was performed here 10 days ago. 

Dr. Horace G. Smithy, assistant 
professor of surgery at the Med- 
ical College of South Carolina, re- 
ported the operation yesterday to 
a tri-state medical meeting here. 
He exhibited his patient, up, 


walking and apparently nearly 


well. ‘ : 
He said that operations on 
heart valves have not been at- 


tempted since the 1920s, In all 


those attempts one patient lived, 
he said, but was not benefitted. 


The patient is 21-year-old Betty” 
Lee Woolridge, who came here 
from her home in Canton for the. 
operation. 

She had been a virtual invalid. 
since an attack of rheumatic fever 
when she was 18. She suffered 
two severe heart attacks. After 
the last heart attack, a few 
months ago, her family was ad- 
vised she could be expected to die 
within a year. The girl refused 
to give up hope. 

Last September she noticed an 
Associated Press d tch from 
New York, telling of experimen- 
tal work done on heart valves of 
animals at the medical college 
here. She showed the newspaper 
clipping to her doctor, and begged 
him to arrange for an operation. 
Her travel and hospital expenses 
were underwritten by the Crip-

They 
realize that the decisions have not 
yet been taken in Europe which 
will have to be taken in order to 
support the long program and the 
large commitment to underwrite 
the European deffocit with this 
hemisphere and the outer world. 


That is why Congress will now 
do no more than to make a be- 
ginning, and then we shall see 
whether in the months to come 
there is progress toward that Eu-

standable in the south, where in 
certain areas a larger section of 
the population is colored.

N tracking down the “modern 
| slang” expression, hand and

Leaks in Window Frames. 
OOK at a window long enough 
and something will go wrong 
with it; a sash cord breaks, a 

sash sticks, someone tosses a rock 
through the glass or maybe rain 
water appears around the plaster 
under the window aill, 

A good place for water to get 
by a window that has not been 
treated right is between the stool 
and the still. The stool, in case 
you didn’t know, is that piece of 
wood nailed on top of the sill on 
the inside of the frame—the part 
you lean on when you lean out a 
window, A leak through thia joint 
can often be fixed by driving in 
a few nails through the stool into 
the sill. This should tighten up 
the joint so that water can’t get 
through.

UESTION: What is trailer life going to do to the family? 
: Nobody knows. A recent estimate of 1,000,000 
as persons now living in trailers suggests that it is a subject 
which deserves much more attention. 

Q. Is it true that the “only child” is handicapped in making 
@ success of marriage? 

A. Uncertain. Some studies found that to be 80, while in 
others it was doubtful. Certainly true in many individual cases. 

Q. Don’t men realize that women lead much harder lives 
than men do?” 

A. Not all of them. In one survey happily married men 
tended to agree that women lead harder lives, unhappy men 
tended to think that men lead harder lives. Sounds plausible, 
Goesn't it?

Q OF COURSE there are many types of marriage in the 
United States, but what would you say is the predominant and 
characteristic American type? 

A. Sociologist Reuben Hill of Iowa State College says it 
is the semi-patriarchal form in which a dominant husband 
“brings in the bacon” and a submission woman plays a tradi- 
tionaP wife-and-mother role. 

Q. Is it true that men prefer to marry a girl with little 
intelligence” 

A. No. They prefer to feel sure of their own place, and in 
fact most men do marry’ girls with a little less intelligence 
than themselves. But when they express an opinion, as Dr, 
William 8. Bernard, University of Colorado sociologist found, 
8&5 per cent of the men desired a wife with equal intelligence,

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10. 

N a modest two-story brick 

house in teeming South Phila- 

delphia/ live Benjamin Lieber- 
mar, 47-year-old, $75-a-week book- 
keeper, his wife, their 21-year-old 
son Martin and a five-year-old 
daughter. 

Rather, they DID live there un- 
til recently. Happily. Building a 
future for their children. Dream- 
ing of the day when Mr. Lieber- 
man would get a better job in the 
‘company for which he worked. 

Now—the health of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lieberman has been ruined and 
he has been described as a “nerv- 
ous wreck.” He has done a turn 
in a hospital, as has she. 

Now—they are afraid to occupy 
the home in which they spent so 


many peaceful years; the days are. 


passed now shuttling around 
among relatives. 

Now—Benjamin has lost his job 
and the family ekes out a scanty 
living on the small wages of Mar- 
tin, a shoe store clerk. 

Now—they are the butt of re- 
crimination and abuse on the part 
of former neighbors and friends 
and every day the mailman leaves 
insulting and threatening letters. 
But the Liebermans don’t read 
them anymore; months ago they 
packed a few belongings and 
moved away to escape it all. 

And what mighty, tragic mis- 
fortune could .have disrupted the 
modest, unassuming, hard-working 
family so disastrously? 

Lieberman found $92,800 in $10, 
$20 and $50 bills in a paper box in 
his cellar! 

Most people would cdtisider such 
a discovery a gift from the gods. 
But the Liebermans consider his 
trip to the cellar that late after- 
noon of March 10, 1947, the begin- 
ning of the end. That was when 
REAL trouble started. That was 
when the bottom dropped out of 
their world.

10 afternoon. As Lieberman tells 
it, he and his wife were quietly 
reading in the comfortable living 
room of their’ home when the light 
went out.

He found 
a single bulb, but it dropped and 
broke as he was taking it from 
the carton. 

He searched the cellar for an- 
other bulb and during the search 
he came upon a roughly-tied paper 
carton on the floor by a wall. He 
gave it a casual glance. Then a

closer one. He had not seen that 
box before. Then he noticed IT: 
a $50 bill protruding from the 
partly-open end of the package. 
He leaned closer, Blinked. Stooped.

Now probably a lot of people, 
under the old “finders keepers” 
formula, would have considered 
that a night for celebration, would 
have donned their best bib and 
tucker and painted the town red. 
But not the Liebermans. And 
probably many people would have 
seen in that mystery package a 
new home in the country, with 
flowers and trees and a pleasant 
place for their five-year-old to 
play. And they would have seen 
a business of his own for Martin, 
a college education for their 
daughter. But not the Lieber- 
mans, 

The Liebermans called the po- 
lice. 

And then everything started to 
happen at once, And has been 
continuing to happen ever since. 

First of all came the police, 
who unceremoniously, and with- 
out a by-your-leave, seized the 
money and hustled it off to City 
Hall. Next came stony-eyed, hard- 
boiled detectives, who quizzed the 
Liebermans until they were blue 
in the face. But all they learned—- : 
and all they have ever ‘earned 
"We 
don’t know where it came from.” 

Back in City Hall the scientific 
master minds of the police de- 
partment were going over the bills 
with magnifying glass, acids and 
all the gadgets the expert crimi- 
nblogist has up his sleeve.

a small dairy concern, had been 
fined $500 for possession of ille- 
gal ration stamps.

Mrs. Anna 
Frances King Hillop, whose hus- 
band was tortured and shot to 
death in New Jersey almost 16 
years ago—two months after their 
marriage—said that the $92,800 be- 
longed tq her husband's estate.

Her attorney said he would 
prove that the money was not 
found by Lieberman in the cellar 
of his home but rather in a trap 
door in the ceiling of a second 
floor bedroom where it had been 
hidden by Hillop in conspiracy 
with Lieberman. 

Besides Mrs. Hillop and the 
commonwealth, other persons 
sought part of the money. 


Attorney Raymond J. Broderick 
said he was in court to press the 
claim of three dairymen — Carl 
abst of Christina, Pa., who asks 
$772.92; R. M. Reynolds of Park- 
esburg, Pa., "who wants $477.14, 
and Jacob M. Burkholder of 
Quakertown, who seeks $221.31. 
Broderick said he believes the 
money was part of concealed as- 
sets of the bankrupt Cooklyn Milk 
Co. for which Lieberman was 
bookkeeper. The dairymen filed 
claims as creditors of the milk 
company. 


All this had happened tie the 
Liebermans in lesa than a year, 
touched off by that routine trip 
to the cellar. Lieberman is re- 
ported still suffering from a nerv- 
ous breakdown and in virtual re- 
tirement with his wife. Court 
costs and lawyer fees certainly 
amount to more than the sum at 
issue. And if the Liebermans 
never hear the words “treasure 
trove,” “fortune” or “gold cache” 
again it will be soon enough for 


them.

Answer: In many healthy in- 
dividuals a pulse rate of per

rule out the possibility of certain 
diseases which may cause this. 

Besides being normal at this 
rate, the following may concelv- 
ably cause it, and should be ruled 
out. A condition of the heart 
known as heart block may be 
present pig pitt ag ee 
diseases or co presen 
since birth), An electrocardio- 
graph (tracing of the heart) and 
heart examination, would rule out 
or confirm thia. 

Other causes of a slow heart, 
but usually present te alow rates 
of short duration, are as follows: 
after exhaustion for any reason, 
toxemia or in certain nervous 
states. The commonest reasons 
for the exhaustion would be fai- 
lowing fevers of long duration, er 
after severe muscular exhaustion, 
This state may even represent a. 
protective mechanism on the part 
of the body, in that, after long 
periods of over-use, the body 
makes an effort to rest and con- 
serve the heast, 

It is obwous, therefore, that a 
question such as yours, cannot be 
answered accurately without de- 
tailed knowledge of both 
factors mentioned above, and the 
results of all the types of study 
indicated.

The woman who declares, “My 
dear, I was literally petrified,” 
should be placed in a niche in 
some statuary hall, for she has 
been turned to stone. 

This use of literally, instead of 
figuratively, is called hyperbole 
(high-PER-boe-lee), “extravagant 
exaggeration.” It is a useful and 
often effective figure of speech, 


but it can easily be overworked, 

I should avoid the hyperbolic 
use of the’ word literally in serious 
speech and writing. “I was fright- 
ened to death” is exaggeration 
enough without exaggerating the 
exaggeration by declaring that it 
is literally true.
